John V. Streed Is Found Dying At Cambridge 


From A Wound In His Head. 


A MYSTERY ENVELOPES THE CAUSE 


Revolver With One Chamber Empty Is Found Near The 


Body While Attorney's Pistol Was 


At Home.

Cambridge. 111.. Sept. 27.—John V. 


Streed of Cambridge, vice president of 
the state organization oC the Swedish- 
American Republican league and one 
of the widest known attorneys of Hen- 
ry county, is dead as the result o£ a 
bullet wound inflicted in the back of 
his head. The coroner's jury is wrest- 
ling with the question whether he 
was murdered or committed suicide. 


The body was, found at y o'clock 


Tuesday morning at the door of an out- 
house at the back of .the lot on which 
the 
postofflce building, in which he j 


had office and living rooms, stood. 
The body showed signs of life, but it 
was evident that the man was in a 
dying condition. 
Shortly 
after 
10 


o'clock the breathing stopped and the 
mystery which, hung over the case 
deepened. 


No word was uttered by the victim 


from the time the body was discov- 
ered until de..th sealed his lips. 


Body in Pool of Blood. 


Arthur Crawford, a butcher ot Cam- 


bridge, discovered the bleeding form 
when he was starting his day's work. 
The body lay on the ground, the head 
being surrounded by a great pool of 
Wood. One foot was on the step of the 
small outhouse, and blood being found 
on the step, it was surmised that the 
shooting occurred 
while Mr.. Streed 


stood in the door. 


Under the body when it was moved 


there was found a revolver, thirty-two- 
caliber and hammerless. Five of the 
chambers were loaded, but the sixth 
was empty. 
It Is supposed that the 


bullet from ..-this sixth chamber was 
the one which'-entered Mr. Streed's 
head. 


The attorney's own revolver was 


found In a drawer in his room. 


In the pool of blood in which the 


head lay was found a handkerchief, 
giving rise to the belief that tho-dying 
man had taken it from his pocket aft- 
er'he had been wounded. 


Lamps Were Burning. 


Mr. Steed -had his law offices above 


the postofflce on Kast street and had 
living rooms or. the opposite side of 
tlie hall, above the .Chronicle office. 


'K was to those "roontf^tnat He pro- 
ceeded when he left the livery stable 
at 11 o'clock Monday night after re- 
turning from a drive to Alpcim. twenty 
miles west. 
He is married, but his 


wit'o is now in Michign -visiting at the 
home ot her parents. He had r.o chil- 
dren. 


When the body was found it was 


fully dressed and. it appeared that the 
clothes had not beer, removed after 
he left the stable. 


.Tuesday morning after the body had 


been discovered and men went to Mr. 
Streed's rooms they found two lamps 
burning, one in the front and the other 
in the back room. 


Case Is Puzzling. 


1 
On the table in one .of the rooms 


were numerous letters and it seemed 
that Mr. Street! had been reading'the 
letters 
previous 
to his 
departure. 


There Is difficulty in reconciling peo- 
ple here to a theory of either murder 
or suicide. Mr. Streed had no enemies 
so far as Known, hence there appears 
no motive for murder, yet the direc- 
tion' of the bullet wound, in the head 
makes some people certain that the 
gun was not fired by his own hand. 
1 Mr. Streed's business affairs were in 
good condition and his domestic re- 
lations were happy. His practice was 
increasing and he apparently had Vo 
reason for taking his own.lite. 
The 


whole affair is shrouded in great mys- 
tery. 


•Mystery Deepens 


The mystery 
deepens- about ' the 


death of John V. Street!,. the promi- 
nent attorney: and' politician -round 
dying. The coroner's inquest was ad- 
journed to this afternoon in .the hope 
of now witnesses. 
The coroner ad- 


mits that he is bafiled if only the .evi- 
dence now at hand is found. It was 
discovered .today that several drops 
of blood were dried on the steps to 
his apartments1, and if is thought pos- 
sibly'-he was shot there and carried 
to the place where found. 
His wife 


will return this evening. 
It is known 


that'she warned her husband of some 
impending danger of 
which 
both 


knew. It is thought, she may'suggest 
a clue. No one is suspected as yet.

NEWSPAPER MILEAGE. 


The new anti-pass law in Wiacon 


sin is the subject" of 
more or less 


discussion, and the interpretation of 
the law,'' has until quite recently been, 
left with the .attorney general. 


Some of'liis rulings-, however, have 


been so unsatisfactory that''the con- 
stitutionality of the law is1 now being 
tested in the courts by an attorney of 
one of the railroads, who has caused 
suit to be brought against himself for 
using a pass. 


The rulings on newspaper mileage 


have also been, criticised. and_the Chi- 
cago Chronicle, in commenting says 
that while the law which -prohibits1 


newspaper men who hold any land of 
office, from traveling on. mileage, may 
he considered good law in "Wisconsin, 
that-it would be regarded as a mild 
form of lunacy anywhere else. 


To' this the Attorney General ob- 


jects, and his assistant, A. C. '-.Titus, 
attempts to reply by quoting the- law 
and defending his construction: of it. 
Under the rulings, newspaper men, 
who 
use 
advertising 
mileage, are' 


barred not only from any kind of an 
office, hut from committee work of 
any political organization.' 


If the law. contemplated these fool-. 


ish restrictions, there was method 'rin 
the madness of the men responsible. 
for it. Newspaper mileage is as much 
a first class ticket, as any form of 
full' paid transportation issued, and 
the publisher pays 
$25.00 per 1,000 


miles for it in just as good.money. 
as the'man who' produces the cttin. of 
the realm for his ticket. 
i| 


It is argued that these tickets are 


issued in exchange for 
advertising, 


hut that is no argument! The: com- 
pany enters into a contract on a. cash 
basis for a given amount of publicity 
for a stated amount of money, and by 
mutual agreement, payment Is to he 
made in a commodity. 


Similar contracts are made by many 


country publishers 
with 
local ..mar- 


chanls ai^ there -would he just as 
much sense in ruling that a man who 
wears a suit -of clothes, paid for in 
advertising space, could not hold of- 
fice and ride on a first class • train 
as to rule that he can not travel on 
mileage paid for in the same'com- 
modity. 


The publisher gives value received 


.for every dollar's> worth- of 
mileage 


used and if the law places a han'upon 
him. and it does, as now interpreted, 
then to all appearances it is a design- 
ing law. 
v 


Many people are uriYler the impres- 


sion that newspaper men belong to a 
favored class, so far as railroads arc 
concerned, and the statement is' fre- 
quently made that it costs them noth- 
ing to travel. 


They overlook the. fact that every 


inch of advertising space 
produced, 


requires a liberal investment of mon- 
ey, and that the returns from these 
investments are frequently so meagre 
as to produce at best but a scanty 
living.

The average publisher 
is 
not a 


bond holder, and while he may travel 
on a railway ticket, paid him on ac- 
count of advertising, when he takes 
the trouble-to compute the cost of 1hc 
commodity, ho finds no trouble in dis- 
covering that he pays a liberal price.

Hundreds of Bushels Are Wasted Each 


Year Through Ignorance 


of People. 


Hundreds of buS'hels of delicious 


edible mushrooms go to waste everj 
year,, at Janesville. 
Especially is this 


so in the early 1'all, when the mea 
dow and horsetail mushrooms, com 
monly so called, are to be seen al 
most "everywhere in abundance. Ther 
are numerous other species 
to 
be 


Uound, but the two named are easllj 
distinguished by the 
novice, 
when 


their characteristics are pointed ou1 
to him. • They are delicious in flavoi 
and can be eaten with perfect safe 
ty. 
The meadow mushroom, when 


it peeps above the ground, is ver> 
solid and almost a pure -white, toi 
and under side, but the underside 
or gills soon commence to change in 
to a delicate pink, gradually turning 
darker and darller, until it becomes 
a rich brown, and at 
last 
almos 


black. 
It is1 a good keeper. 
The 


horsetail or shaggy coprinns is con 
sidered by many epicures to be the 
finest of all mushrooms. This grows 
somewhat in the shape of a closet 
umbrella, often attaining a height of, 
five or six inches. 
This variety do 


cays rapidly. At first it is almost a 
pure white, perhaps a little brown 
ish on top. The inside remains white 
for a short time only, rapidly becom 
ing pink, and a little later turning 
black and melting into a black pitchy 
substance. 
This is one of the inosl 


easily distinguished 
varieties 
and 


grows rather in clusters than singly. 
Illustrated books can be

mushrooms, and the study of them is 
very interesting.. 
But the 
novice 


should beware of all mushrooms that 
remain white on the under side. Most 
of the -poisonous mushrooms- are rank 
in odor and taste and one would not 
be apt to cat them, but there is one 
white species of appetizing appear- 
ance and delicious in taste that is 
very poisonous, and therefore, Jet the 
novice be careful in 
eating 
mush- 


rooms unless he positively 
knows 


the variety. There is- money in the 
mushroom business.

always eagerly sought 
by

dealers, and there is an opportunity 
to establish a paving business in this 
trade. 


"It has been a good mushroom sea- 


son," said a grocer. "The mushrooms 
have been so plentiful and cheap that 
little use has been made of adulter- 
ants."

MOST CORN IS SAFE 


FROM THE FROST 


MOISTURE DOES.SOME DAMAGE 


Missouri and Kansas Report Loss Due 


to Rains of Previous Week, While 
Nebraska Fields Suffer From High 
Winds. 


Washington, Sept. 27—The weather 


bureau in its • weekly bulletin 
sum- 


mamer crop conditions as follows: 


"The temperature during.--.the week 


ended Sept. 25 was favorable through- 
out the country,, being nearly every- 
where above the normal. Raius caused' 
some damage in portions of the Mis- 
souri and upper Mississippi valleys, 
while a considerable 
part 
of 
the 


south Atlantic and gulf states Is in 
need of rain. 
Damaging frosts 
oc- 


curre'tl in the middle Rocky mountain 
regions and-light frosts with little or 
no injury, in portions of the lower 
lake region and interior of. the middle 
Atlantic states. 


"Except in limited portions of the 


Missburi valley corn, has experienced 
a week of conditions highly favorable 
lor maturing the crop, from 75 to 90 
per cent of which Is now safe t'rora 
frost; the remainder will require only 
about a week of favorable weather. In 
Nebraska •considerable corn has been 
blown down by high winds, but this 
will only make harvesting more diffi- 
cult, without reducing th'e yield. Some 
corn in shock In Missouri and Kansas 
has" been 'damaged by moisture, duo 
largely to rains of the'previous week. 


Rain Halts Thrashing. 


"The thrashing of spring wheat in 


the Dakotas and Minnesota was inter- i 
rupted by rains during the first half 
•of the week, but sbock thrashing and 
stacking are not yet finished. In tho 
Dakotas the yield and quality are va- 
riable and generally disappointing. 


"The reports indicate 
but 
little 


change,in the condition, of cotton 
In 


South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama and 
Oklahoma and Indian territories, a 
slight improvement in North Carolina, 
Missouri, Arkansas and northeastern 
T,exas, and more or less deterioration 
in other portions of the cotton belt, 
although there is decidedly less com- 
plaint of rust and shedding in the cen- 
tral and in portions of the eastern dis- 
tricts. 


"Some injury 'to housed tobacco by 


moist weather is reported from por- 
tions of the middle Atlantic states and 
Now England, but elsewhere the re- 
ports respecting this.crop are favor- 
,.abie.

"No improvement in-the apple out- 


look \K indicated^ an inferior crop be- 
ing reported from practically all the 
important producing states. 


"A poor crop of 'potatoes is general- 


ly Indicated.

< "Except In the east • gulf 
states, 


where the soil has .been too dry for 
plowing, this work is unusually well 
advanced. ..Much..K>ed!rri£ has 
been 


done and the early ,soj,vn is coming up [ 
to good stands throughout the central;
